vasion. KluEC pctiilantiy complains Hint al- 
lied Infantry U not "cnihuslasl.lc,'" and tliat 
our loot soldiers only Rct In a flRhtliiR mood 
when superior bombs and armament assure 
them ot victory. 

Klugc admits that this puts a strain on 
German commanders and snkller.';. He cites 
"knowiedse and experience and the convic- 
tion that we are /JghDng /or our oxlslcnce" as 
assurance that Germany will win. 

No one who has fought the Germans will 
deny their knowledge and experience, but 
these qualities unsupported by ndetjuate pro- 
duction and supply can offer the Gernian.i 
little hope. Kluse',^ complaint about our lack 
of enthusiasm !s (aluous in the light of the 
"impossible" establl.ihment ot tlie beachhead 
and our steady advance since then. 

The Germans touud enthusiasm in tlie pa- 
thetic valor of the Polish horse cavalry In 
1039. But now they are faced with the .su- 
periority of armament which they themselves 
boa.'ited ot In those days. 

KluRe Is right in many respects. Tlie allies 
arc methodical and'sclcntlflc. They are inter- 
ested not in tho Blorlcs of war, but In beating 
the Germans as tjulckly and decisively as pos- 
sible, by every available means of civilized 
warfare and with a minimum waste of per- 
eonnel. 

Meanwhile, wc shall probably hear less of 
the panzers and the luftwaffe and more ot 
Wognoj-Jan heroes from Kluge and Ms coun- 
trymen. 



A MAN FOR US TO WATCH 
Eric A. Johnston, president of the Chamber 
ot Commerce of the United States, has made 
quite a name for himself because he docs not 
hesitate to speak his mind on any Issue, 
whether It be big business, labor or foreign 
affairs. 

He has demonstrated that he Is a big 
enough man to criticize big business on oc- 
casion, even though he is president of the 
U. S. chamber ot commerce.- 

While on his recent trip to Russia to study 
that country's economic conditions, Johnston 
wns outspoken to the point that he probably 
gave Uncle Sam's diplomatic service the Jit- 
ters. 

Quite in contrast to out government's hush- 
hush policy on the communistic question, lest 
it offend Stalin. Mr. Johnston dragged the 
whole works right out Into the open and in 
Russia's own territory. In his speech at Mos- 
cow, he assailed the American communists 
as "nui-sanccs" and urged the Soviet to sup- 
press them. 

Strangely enough, good authority has It 
that Johnston's candor amused Stalin, When 
Johnston elaborated on his remarks in a pri- 
vate interview with the Russian dictator, by 
explaining that although the communists 
represent only a small portion of our popula- 
tion, they are a noUy crowd and frequently 
create Hi will toward the U,B.S.R-. Stalin Is 
reported to have laughed uproariously. 

Then, with no trace of humor, he leaned 
forward and asked, "Why don't you shoot 
them? I would." 

'■Wc don't do that to minority sroups in the 
United States," explained Johnston. "We let 
them shout their heads off." 

"Well. I don't." the dictator was said to 
have replied grimly. 

Our guess Is that Mr, Johnson gets a lot 
of valuable Information by discussing things 
frankly. He hasn't much time for sham or 
political horseplay. He's one man this country 
should watch In Its search for potential lead- 
ers. .
